The Order of Knights Templar is a uniformed oyganization, dating back

The First Crusade 


In the closing years of the lith Century there was a monk = Peter, by 
name, He saw what was happening to the birthplace of Jesus. It was in 
the hands of infamous people, He wanted to save the birthplace of Jesus 
so he organized a small group to go to the Holy Land. They were beset 
upon and many were killed. Peter returned to his native Amiens and set 
out to make known to the masses of people the conditions existing in 
the Holy Land. 

Peter the Hermit told his story so well that in 1095 a council was 
called at Claremont in Southern France. Some 300,000 people were ine 
spired to take action against the Moslems and conditions in the Holy 
Land, Out of this came the First Crusade, 


Destruction of The Templars 


On the night of the 10th of October, 1307, when the Grand Master 
(Order of the Temple) and his principal officers were reposing in con- 
fidence in the Christian Capital of France, they were surprised and 
seized in the House of the Temple in Paris at the break of day, and at 
the same time, by a preconcerted plan, all the Knights in France were 
arrested and thrown into prison, Many were put to torture.to force 
thom to confess crimes of which they were ignorant, and those who sure 
vived the rack were cpdemned to pine in prison. At length, they were 
led out in bands, at one time some 50 together, and burned to death 
upon fagots, 

Arter nearly 7 years in prison, the Grand Master, Jacques de Molai, 
renowned in many a hard fought field in Palestine, in defense of the 
Christian faith, and four of his priors, were led out on the ihth of 
March, 1314, and burnt before the cathedral of Paris. But evon these 
acts did not destroy all the true and noble spirits that remained,
